Statistics compiled by Richard Ames, 
secretary of the Harvard Law School, 
indicate that it is more proll tabic at 
llrst for a lawyer to locate in New 
York than in Boston, since the earn- 
ings In New York are greater nt the 
beginning of a forensic career. In the 
long run it is shown, however, that 
lloston and New York a fiord about 
equal earnings, and that Iho West is 
the land of opportunity. 

.Mr. Ames. Iho secretary, issued n 
général questionnaire In the l.ii'.lj men, 
who were graduated from the Harvard 
Law .School In the ten years preceding 
1812, i if ibis number SU answered 
him. Tho more Important questions 
were: "What (as nearly as you can es- 
timate III have been your net earnings 
from law each year since graduation?" 
and "Have you any suggestions to offer 
to students about to graduate that 
might he helpful to them In deciding 
where to locate and under what con- 
ditions to begin practice ?" 

The table of average earnings made 
up from the answers to Ihe lirai of 
these questions contains many interest- 
ing points. In general the average was 
$861 for Iho lirst year, and J5.3G2 for 
the tenth. In New ISnglaild the llrst 
year's earnings averaged $5!M; In llos- 
ton, $493; outside New England, $71.:!; 
In New York, Ï7J0: east of the Missi- 
ssippi River. $661! west of the .Missis- 
sippi River. $80S; in cities over 100,000, 
$6411, and in cities under 100,000, $7S3. 

In the eighth year out— the last for 
which the. averages are given by lo- 
calities— the men in New Knglnnd re- 
port $::,!iOJ; in lloston, $4, 21111; outside 
New England, $1,765; In New York, Sl.- 
210; east of the Mississippi rtlvo'r, ?l,- 
540; west of the Mississippi River, $4,- 
010; in cities of more than tOO.Otiu $1.- 
551; in cities of less than 100,000, (3,550. 

Thus II appears that New England,, 
overcrowded with well trained lawyers.! 
begins and ends with tho .smallest 
showing. As between New York and 
lloston, New York begins more prom- 
isingly, but as time goes on the two 
eiiies show about tho same results As 

between the East and the West, the 
West — In spite pf the showing for the 
eighth year, which was based oil re- 
turns from only ten men— seems the 
land of larger opportunity. As between 
the smaller and the larger cities tho 
young lawyer in the larger place soon 
overtakes and parses his contemporary 
In the smaller. 

The Harvard Alumni Bulletin, com- 
menting on the statistics, says: "When 
It comes to the larger questions of life 
—where It Is best worth living, how 
one Is to make the most of It— there is 
a wide variety of suggestion. The 'New 
York's the place' idea. 1ms Its warm 
advocates. On tho other hand, some 
one writes: 'Opportunities in the largo 
cities are over rated. I have a class- 
mate who felt obliged from motives of 
filial duty to seltle In a town of about 
eight thousand.

Mis-shapen and 
weakened crowns result In excessive 
wind-break, and ragged breaks, if left 
nntrimmed. provide the best possible 
entrance for fungi and Insect pests, 
that a grial number of these line old

age are unable. Unassisted, tO shake off 
th.se foes, tire slowlv living through 
neglect. 

Mature trees of whatever species 
should lie at hast thirty feet apart, nnd 

the municipal set empowers municipal 
councils to remove tree* within thin 
limit without the owner's consent. If 
this provision were Judiciously acted 
Upon In the old towns of eastern Can- 
ada, th>- remaining shade-trees would 
be giv. n a new lease of life. The For- 
estry Branch of the Department »r the 
Interior. Ottawa, has on Its staff a 
skilled BllVlcUltUrlsl Whose services un- 
available to WOOdlet owners. Munici- 
pal shade-trees are not, strictly speak- 
ing, wood-lots-, but municipalities so 
desiring could doubtless secure the ad- 
vice of ihis expert regarding the trees 
requiring removal.

Finnish Music Has Certain 
Gloomy, and Solemn Gravity 



Dr. Perrin, of Conservatory of 
Music, Speaks Before Women's 
Art Society on Musicians 
of Finland 



An interesting address on "The Mu- 
sicians of Finland," wus delivered on 
Wednesday afternoon at Uie Conserva- 
tory of Music, by Dr. II. C, Ferrln, of 
tho Conservatory of Music. 

Finland, or "SuomL" tho "Lost 
Daughter of tho Sous," as it once was 
called, being composed of rocky island 
until the sea receedod from It, or "Land 
of the Thousand Lakes," Is a vast 
tableland, dotted about with many 
lakes. Its gigantic rooks, its llrs, and 
pines and romantle fens, and its mighty 
cataract "The Falls of Inuitra, ' all 
help to mould tho character of the In- 
habitants. Up to tho twelfth century 
the Fins wcro an Independent and pa- 
gan people, then came tho conquering 
Swedes, with their ChrisUanlly, then, 
in 1725. Fetor tho Great, und( in 180», 
Alexander the Omit, since which time 
«he Fins have been engaged in a strug- 
gle to keep their Individuality, to avoid 
becoming Russian. Three different lan- 
guages are now spoken, Finnish, Swed- 
ish nml Russian, of which there ara 
three different dialect.*. Under tho gen- 
tle sway of tho Swedes the Finnish lan- 
guage was almost extinguished, but 
since tho invasion of tho ltusslans tho 
language has been revived, and 85 per 
cent, of the peoplo now speak Fin- 
nish. 

Finnish music has a certain melan- 
choly, a solemn gravity, oven in its 
Vghtest. moments, reminding one of 
the hardship of the long cold winters 
and tho sterility of the land. Finnish 
music seems a link between the Swed- 
ish and the Husslan folk music. 

Tho old capital was Abo, and even as 
early as 1«40 the Fins made an at- 
tempt to have a national music, but 
It was not till after Alexander the 
Great had granted them a constitu- 
tion, 1835, that they succeeded In get- 
ting a Chair of Music, In tho present 
capital, Holslngfors, of which Faclus, 



a German, wus the llrsi director, lit 
set to music the national song of the 
Finnish, which Is still aung as a na- 
tional hymn. Then there followed In 
fmccesslon, Fattier, Wege.llus, Jurnfelt, 
Kujanus, Merlkanto, Melarlln, ilart- 
muth, Sibelius, and Mielck. 

Sibelius is Hie luune of the man who 
stands tho highest In Finland, as a mu- 
sician. Ills music, which sounded 
weird and crude, wus really a faithful 
expression of national feeling. In fact, 
his "Flnlandia" wus so much so that It 
was oft'lcially forbidden by the Itusslan 
Government, because it roused the Fins 
to such an extent. 

lie played several selections on the 
pianoforte, iimorngst them being tho 
'Song of tho Hoses," the "Wild Flow- 
ers," two weird, fantastical love songs: 
tho "National Hymn," by Haclus; "Fln- 
landlu," which reminded ono of the 
wind in tho pines, tho crash of tho 
spray on tho rugged cliffs, tho waves 
rolling and snarling about the rocks 
in tho harbor, and through all tho 
plaintlvo cry of a people struggling for 
a bare existence; a Sonata, which seem- 
ed a weird echo of warring moods and 
fancies, woven Into which was a folk 
dance In tho midst of pooling bells, 
giving n very odd effect, and a spin- 
ning wheel song, from "Polleas and 
Alilosando." 

Mrs. Cochrane, who presided, thank- 
ed Dr. renin on behalf of tho Society, 
for n most pleasurable and profit- 
able afternoon, and tho members ad- 
journed to tea.

ANIMALS AS WEATHER 
PROPHETS. 

The "Morning Post" writes:— 

"When tho donkey persistently hangs 
both head and ears find seems to be 
meditating soma painful question, when 
the peacock cries without apparent 
cause, when the ducks and geese lire 
agitated sad raise their voices in 
chorus, and when the swallow Hies low, 
bad weather Is usually at hand. At 
such Umes Insects am particularly 
disturbed. The cricket chirps more per- 
sistently than ever, the bee*, becoming 
nervous, keep war their lilves. while 
tho ants break up their zig-zag pro- 
cessions and take refuge In their nests, 
7n the remote past the spider wus held 
In esteem ns a creature capable of 
foreseeing the weather, If it remains 
In the centre of Its web, especially on 
the approach of night, the lino wea- 
ther will continue, for th« «pirler cesises 
work and hide* Itself seine time before 
a change for the worse arrives. Dut a 
distinction must bo mado. Not all the 
creatures which seem meteorologists 
are directly affected by coming changes 
in the weather; their alteration of man- 
ner Is due to the fact that their prey is 
to affected. If. for example, the swal- 



lows fly low and certain fishes leap out 
of th<- water. It Is because the Insects 
on which they feed are led by atmos- 
pheric Influences to keep near tho 
ground." 

Science now shows that thorn may bo 
deep-seated reasons for this sensitive- 
ness. In the ease of birds certain hol- 
low bones and air-bags joined to tho 
lungs by délicate lubes are. now behov- 
ed to be so arranged In order tint nt- 
mospherlo sensations may be corlriyed. 
Tho air-bladders In fishes ure thought 
to serve the same end.

The University of Nebraska has in- 
troduced a decided innovation in Am- 
erican oolleglate education In the form 
of a correspondence course, for the con- 
victs of the state penitentiary. Thirty- 
fmir men, among them four lift? pris- 
oners, have already applied for enroll- 
ment. Tho courses, which comprise 
arithmetic, bookkeeping, and agricul- 
ture, aro elective, and are open to all 
convicts. Their purpose is to propore 
convicts to l»e self-supporting when 
they arc roleasod. 

With the slogan. Fifty cents for the 
Settlement" and the introduction of 
several new features nt the annual 
Settlement dance, the University of 
Chicago secured this year 'the largest 
attendance In its history for the char- 
ity event recently In Uarttctt gymnas- 
ium. Ticket sales began on Tuesday, 
Hnd have amounted to $780. Tho not 
proceeds. I70H. will 1>o glvon to the 
University of Chicago settlement "back 
to tho yards." 

The Harvard seniors have elected 
a negro, Alexander L, Jackson, of En- 
glewood. N.J., to 1>e tiholr orator for 
claes day, 1314. Jackson has won a 
track "II" several Umes and Is fa 
mous for Ids hurdling an d sprinting. 

Two demonstrations of the correct 
manner of dancing the tango, hesita- 
tion waltz, and other modern dances 
wero held In Kent Theatre last week 
as a part of the programme of Btudont 
régulation Iteing pursued at the Uni 
verslty of Chicago. Miss Mary Wood 
Hlnman, coach of dancing in the 
niaokfilann play of former years, de- 
clared that the modern dances encoun 
tered opposition <l>oc«uute improperly 
learned and Immodestly reproduced in 
tho ball room. Miss Marlon .Halbot, 
dean of women, staled that the subject 
of dancing has been loft In the hands 
of the students for twenty-one years 
and that tho faculty would continue 
to its policy of non-interference in this 
case if the students «how that they 
recognize tholr responsibility. 

The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology ds the first Institution in 
tho country to establish a course In 
the study of the mechanics of nlr 
navigation. Apparatus has heen In- 
stalled, and the work of Instruction 
will begin at once. The primary pur- 
pose of the course 1s to fit men to 
design aeroplanes, and it 1s estimated 
that a year will be required to turn out 
proficient designers. It Is plannej to 
make tho course practical as well as 
theoretical, and for this purpose, spe- 
cial laboratories, air tunnels, etc., In 
which the students may test thoir own 
aeroplanes will bo constructed. 

Students or the University of Chicago 
have borrowed 159,000 from the Stu- 
dents Fund Association since 1.J92, ac- 
cording to the first report of the asso- 
ciation's work, given out Inst week. 
Of the total loans the sum of »i0.- 
000 has been repaid, the outstanding 
balance 1>elng divided between three 
hundred borrowers with an average in- 
debtedness of $70 each. 

Tho students at Graz University, 
Rome, .Italy, upon finding that their 
demands for an Italian faculty were 
not to 1m acceded to started a public 
agitation. <"»n their parade around 
tho city they found the path block- 
aded by the German students, and a 
serious fight took place. Police Inter- 
ference was necessary to quiet tho 
disturbance. 



PROF. GULICK HEADS 
CLASSIC AL ASSO CIATION 

Harvard Man Elected President 
of Eastern Massachusetts Sec- 
tion of New England Organ- 
ization — President A. 
Lawrence Lowell Urges 
Latin and Greek 



Prof. Charles Iturton Gullck of Har- 
vard University, was elected president 
of the eastern Massachusetts section of 
the Classical Association of New Eng. 
land at Its seventh annual meeting re- 
cently in Harvard hall, Cambridge. 

A. Lawrence Lowell, president of 
Harvard University, advocated the 
teaching of grammar In ousv stages 
witli Latin and Greek, so that students 
Would gain a workable, usable know- 
ledge of It In conversation us they go 
along anil not. be driven from the study 
of it by too much attention to tech- 
nlcque, 

President Lowell said it would bo a 
good policy to separata technique from 
literary study, giving one day to each. 
Thus, while a student would take up 
the grammar of a language ono day, 
the next he would study the literary 
characteristics, beauty of expression and 
so forth. He believed thai Latin given 
along tlieso lines would prove Inter- 
esting. 

There was no use in trying to tench 
pupils civil government, he said, for 
Ihey could gnln n. knowledge of it by 
classical studies. 

TREES BLOSSOM EARLY. 

Most trees — all the fruit trees— blos- 
som early In spring, onk, maple, elm, 
birch, beech, this last very modestly, 
hickory, gum. Tho llmo and plane 
come later. The tulip tree excels both 
In magnitude of trunk and blossom. I 
havo In mind a fine specimen la foot In 
circumference. 80 feet high and covered 
every year In early June with great 
yellow-green cups. Had they the color 
of qttlnce or apple, such a tree would 
be ono of tho most splendid objects In 
nature. Early In June come the chest- 
nuts, when their prr.tty golden t loom 
may ho distinguished a mile away 
bursting from among tho dark green 
woods. . . . This I think, is the last 
tree to bloom, for thnt uncanny shrub, 
the witch hazel, hardly counts. Acorn 
and chestnut come nearly together in 
ripening, and are not unlike In ttb.e, 
but the former nns much tho longer 
preparation for Its fall — perhaps be- 
causo ils burr, as Thoreuu found, Is 
inside.— C. E. D. Phelps, In "A Farm- 
ers' Note Hook."
